‘When Mary was notified through an angel of God's 
intention this angel greeted her as “blessed among women” 
‘and designated her “full of grace.” By their high estimate of 
“Mary, Catholics show a greater estimate of the sanctity of 
God than do non-Catholics. There is no greater fallacy than 
that which represents that the Son of God Himself is. robbed 
of honor when we bestow it on His mother. Every Catholic 
child knows what his religion teaches concerning Christ and 
Mary. ‘He knows that Christ is true God and is worthy of 
‘supfeme adoration. He knows that Mary, as lofty as her 
position was, is only a creature of God and may not be wor- 
shipped as a God. 

But if we are to be imitators of Christ we must honor 
her whom He honored from babyhood until His death. He 
lived with her for thirty years, and that long period of His 
life is summed up in the few words: “He was subject to her.” 
Therefore, He both loved and honored her in a manner that 
would be an example for every child. We feel real pity for the 
people who pretend to honor Christ most by showing posi- 
tive dishonor towards His mother; some of them seem to be 
full of real hatred for her who could have, had she chosen, 
declined the honor to which God deigned to raise her; then 
we would not have had Christ. He Who came to us through 
her, and He to Whom she was so dear, is certainly pleased 
when we pay our small tribute of love and honor to her; ahd 
evidently we honor her most when we prize most in her what 
God Himself prized most, namely, her immaculateness. 

The average non-Catholic has never tried to love Mary, 
has seldom asked her to join him in prayer to her Divine 
Son, and, therefore, is not competent to speak of the effects 
of her intercession. Catholics who honor Christ as God,

Holman, New Mexico, Nov. 10, 1926 
Dear Catechists, : . 

Altho Winter has been upon us 
for many days, we did hot have our 
first. snow until a few days ago. To- 
day Holman is buried beneath a foot 
of snow. For the past week or more 
the skies have been iron grey, and 
the air bitterly cold. The mountains, 
etched on the evening sky, look som-

Today our Catechists have been 
somewhat grief-stricken.
